AGAINST JURY WILL 
RE BASIS UF MUTION 


Citizen Alleges 
Jurors 
Freely Discuss Hall- 
Mills Case

30.—Sensational charges that 
the Hall-Mills murder trial 
jury already has made up its 
mind; that it stands nine for 
acquittal and three for convic­ 
tion; and that it has talked 
freely of its prejudice against 
the state's case, today caused 
a furor- in Somerville and re* 
|x>rts were circulated that 
Prosecutor Alexander Simp­ 
son plans to demand a mis­ 
trial. The charges were made 
by Gilbert Van Doren, owner 
of the Colonial hotel, 
where 
the jury is quartered. 
Van Doren. the third largest tax­ 
payer In Som erset County, who has 
lived here for fifty-six years, wrote 
n letter containing these charges 
to Judge Frank L. Cleary, sitting 
in the case with Justice Charles W 
Parker. 
Van Doren. 
s e v e n t y eight veers 
old > and independently wealthy, to­ 
day adm itted it was he who wrote 
to Judge Cleary, com plaining of 
the actions of the jury. He lives at 
the hotel. 
He w’aa interview ed this m orning 
in hts “office" and room on th* 
' second floor of the hotel. Tie is a 
gray-haired, gray-m ustaohed little 
man. ruddy-faced and wrinkled. 
"I’m sorry I’m dragged into this,'* 
ho said. "but, now that I’m in It. 
I’m not going to back down. 
I 
thought I could give the inform ation 
to Judge Cleary without my name 
getting in the new spapers. 
“But w hat I said in the le re r 
about the Jury is right. I’ve been 
staying here at the hotel all along 
and could see and hear w hat was 
going on. 
"T hree of the jurors are for con­ 
viction. I can nam e them The oth­ 
er nine are for acquittal.” 
He said the jurors talked the case 
over loudly and freely at the hotel; 
, that they made no secret of their 
prejudice against the state a case 
even before MrS. Jane Gibson ap­ 
peared as a w itness; that, after 
she appeared, he repeatedly heard 
her referred to as " lia r;” that he 
heard the jurors m ake such state­ 
m ents as, “Simpson and his Hud­ 
son County officers have come to 
Som erset County to show us how to 
run things but they won’t get away 
; with it.”

He would 
have to work hard 
and know w hat he

found out. Even if

he probably would, 
n ’t 
make 
much 
money, 
for 
engi­ 
neering rew ards are surprisingly 
small on the average. This is part­ 
ly because the engineer- does his 
work before the returns begin to 
come. 
He builds, say, a big m anu­ 
facturing plant— builds 
it 
before 
the concern is making muc h money. 
W hen the returns do come, the big 
salary probably goes to the sales 
manager. 
During the world war, intelli­ 
gence tests given to thousands of 
U. S. arm y officers of all classes, 
by the psychological division of the 


medical corps showed that engi­ 
neers had far more native intelli­ 
gence than any other group of of­ 
ficers. 
Doctors, dentists and vet­ 
erinarians ranked at the bottom of 
the list while engineers were not 
only at the top but far above even 
the next group below. 
N evertheless, 
in 
spite of their 
evident intelligence, engineers are 
imposed upon in their education. 
I had dinner last night with a fa­ 
mous engineer and asked him what 
he considered the best engineering 
school. To my astonishm ent he re- 
plied: 
“The engineering course in any 
good Y. M. C. A. 
There they don’t 
let students lose track of what it 
is all about. Engineering is noth­ 
ing but the application of four or 
five fundam entals—such as the law j 
of falling boites and the principle 
of the lever. 
The main thing is to 
use common sense in applying these 
principles. 
A knowledge of m athe­ 
matics is necessary, but one doesn’t 
need nearly so much of it as the 


student is led to believe. He Is toe 
often taught so much mathematics 
and theory that he becom es side­ 
tracked and forgets how to apply 
what he does know.” 
That is only one man’s opinion 
and I give it for v/hat it is worC 
Hut the point is that if the most In­ 
telligent 
group 
among 
educated 
classes are befuddled by the wrong 
kind of education, what must have 
happened to the rest of us? 
Educators seem ever to prefer 
to giye what is complicated and 
difficult rather than merely that 
which is essential. This is because 
everybody likes to make his own 
job harder than it is. Doesn’t the 
cornet player in a country band 
always make more wry faces than 
he needs to? 
You may have studied subjects 
or read books th a t the neighbors 
know not of. 
But unless you have 
gained by such knowledge, the joke 
isn’t on your neighbors so much as 
on you—for you have wasted your 
time.

bonus proposition or of the co-re- 
lated scheme of government life- 
insurance for veterans. 
To begin 
with, now fewer than 2,883,000 men 
hold bonus certificates which may 
be deposited wi1h banks as secur­ 
ity for loans. 
Cash on certificates 
can only be had through loans 
from banks. 
The documents can­ 
not be lodged with private persons 
as collateral. 
The bonus law rec­ 
ognizes 
nothing 
but 
borrowings 
from banks or bankers. The pur­ 
pose 
is 
to 
protect 
service men 
from heartless money lenders or 
usury in any guise. 
The veterans 
are even protected against the pos­ 
sible rapacity of banks. 
None of 
the latter may charge a bonus bor­ 
rower a higher rate of interest than 
2 per cent above the Federal Re­ 
serve bank rate in the district in 
question. 


Borrowing Isn't Urged. 
The aggregate face value of ail 
the bonus certificates issued to 
date is nearly three billion dollars 
—the exact total is $2,975,OOO,OOO. 
George E. Ijams, assistant director 
of the adjudication division of the 
veterans’ bureau, informs the EFS 
correspondent that 
the 
bureau’s 
influence is all being directed to­ 
ward advising former soldiers and 
sailors 
not to borrow on 
their 
bonus certificates except in case 
of dire emergency. ’ Through the 
American Bankers’ association, the 
American Legion, tho Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the Disabled Ameri­ 
can Veterans’ association and other 
service organizations, emphatic ad­ 
vice on this score is about to go 
out. 
“We are trying to make the men 
understand,” says Col. Ijams, “that 
it would be to their advantage not 
to borrow, but to let the loan val­ 
ues accumulate so that if, at a fu­ 
ture date, they find themselves in 
financial straits, they can always 
secure a quick loan on their ad­ 
justed 
compensation 
certificates. 
We are also reminding the veterans 
that the actual cash available to 
individual borrowers at once is

AGAINST JURY WILL 
BE BASIS OF MOTION 


Citizen 
Alleges 
Jurors 
Freely Discuss Hall- 
Mills Case 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., Nov. 
30.—Sensational charges that 
the Hall-Mills murder trial 
jury already has made up its 
mind; that it stands nine for 
acquittal and three for convic­ 
tion; and that it has talked 
freely of its prejudice against 
the state's case, today caused 
a furor in Somerville and re­ 
ports were circulated 
that 
Prosecutor Alexander Simp­ 
son plans to demand a mis­ 
trial. The charges were made 
by (filbert Van Doren, owner 
of the Colonial hotel, 
where 
the jury is 'quartered. 
Van Dorm , tho third largos tax­ 
payer in Somerset County, who hna 
lived here for fifty-six year*, wrote 
ii letter containing these charges 
to Judge Frank L. Cleary, sitting 
in the case with Justice Charles W 
Parker. 
Van Doren. seventy eight \e;>rs 
old and Independently wealthy, to­ 
day admitted it was be who wrote 
to Judge Cleary, complaining of 
the actions of the jury. He liver at 
the hotel. 
He was interviewed tilt* morning 
In his "office” and room on tim 
’ second floor of the hotel. Tie is a 
gray haired, 
grny-mustaclted 
lit'1* 
man, ruddy-faced and w r i n k l e d . 
"I’m sorry I’m dragged int** th'*. ’ 
ho said, “but, now that I’m in It, 
I’m not going to back down.

thought I could give the Inform al ion 
to Judge Cleary without my m ine 
getting In the newspapers 
“ Rut what I said in the le fe r 
about the Jury is right. I’ve been 
staving here at the hotel all along 
and could see and hear what wa* 
going on. 
“Three of the jurora are for con­ 
viction. I can name them The oth­ 
er nine are for acquittal.” 
He said the jurors talked the case 
over loudly and freely at the hotel; 
that they made no secret of their 
prejudice against the states case 
even before Mr$. Jane Gibson ap­ 
peared as a w’itneas; that, after 
she appeared, he repeatedly heard 
her referred to as "liar;" that he 
heard the jurors make such state­ 
ments as, "Simpson and his Hud­ 
son County officers have come to 
Somerset County to show us how to 
run things but they won’t get away 
with It.” 
Van Doren declared he wrote to 
Judge Cleary because he thought 
it was his duty to do so as a citizen 
who did not want a stain cast on 
the name of Somerset County; that 
he "wouldn’t take the stand for $10.- 
000” but that he will takv< th** stand 
and tell w hat he knows if he is 
requested to do so. 
“Why, you couldn't help hearing 
what the jury was saying around 
this hotel,” Van Doren said “They 
leave their doors wide open. There 
are twenty to twenty-five roomers 
stopping hero all the time. 
“I’ve talked and Jollied with the 
Jurors, 
they have Had no com­ 
punction in talking with me W hy, 
I know’ eleven of the twelve Jur­ 
ors. 
"I was Joking with one of them 
the other day.

Simpson said today that, for sev­ 
eral days, detectives for th© pro­ 
secution have been Obtaining af­ 
fidavits tending to show that s**v- 
oral members of the Jury have not 
been paying proper attention to 
the evidence and that one of the 
Jurors fell asleep during the tes­ 
timony of Mrs. Jane Gibson. 
It is understood Simpson plans 
to present th© affidavits to CJS 
court in support of a motion for 
a mistrial. 
Attorneys for the defense indi­ 
cated their surprise at tile turn 
of developments Timothy N. Pf et 
ffer, of defense counsel. «atd that.
